“Psychologists tell us th at people 
can't pay attention to any one thing 
very long," 
said 
Mr. 
Kelso. 
“We 
must he taught how to pay attention 
to our driving for longer periods anil 
how to become m ore skillful drivers. 
We m ust also learn to be m ore courte­ 
ous on the highways. Our educational 
institutions ought to teach children 
and adults how to drive." 
The speaker said 36.575 people were 
killed hy autom obiles last y ear and 
that tt is to he expected 40,000 will 
be killed this year.

In contrast with previous year, when 
annually several hundred bucks were 
killed in the San Jacinto mountains, 
the kill this season amounted to 73. 
The season lasted 30 days. Warm 
weather in the early part of the sea­ 
son caused deer to “hide out.” 
Throughout the San Bernardino na­ 
tional forest area, 186 deer were tak­ 
en, of which 81 were from the Cajon 
district, 17 from Big Bear, 11 from 
Arrowhead and four from Mill Creek 
areas. 
The average cost of the venison was 
$1 per pound, based on the expendi­ 
tures for guns, ammunition, food, 
gasoline and other items. 
Of the deer bagged, 56 per cent of 
the antler class were two pointers, 17 
per cent were four pointers and 11 
per cent, five pointers. 
Of the total catch, 118 were bagged 
during the first half of the season, 
Jones declared.
